me, but the waiter was 
dumbfounded after so 
many years of being yelled 
at by unilingual patrons 
intent on ordering the 
fried green beans Szech¬ 
wan style.

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Gadhafi nowhere in sight in Libya 


Libyan leader Moammar 
Gadhafi was nowhere to 
be found yesterday as his 
42-year rule teetered on 
the brink of collapse. 

Months of NATO 
airstrilces have left his 
Tripoli compound largely 
demolished. Most of his 
security forces fled or sur¬ 
rendered when rebel 
forces rolled into the capi¬ 
tal Sunday night and took 


control of most of the city. 

Rebel spokesman Mo¬ 
hammed Abdel-Rahman, 
who was in Tripoli, said 
the “danger is still there” 
as long as Gadhafi re¬ 
mains on the run. 

“The real moment of 
victory is when Gadhafi is 
captured,” Mustafa Abdel- 
Jalil, head of the rebel Na¬ 
tional Transitional 

Council, told a news con¬ 


ference in the opposi¬ 
tion’s de facto capital of 
Benghazi, hundreds of 
miles east of Tripoli. 

He said the rebels have 
no idea where Gadhafi is 
and if he is even in 
Tripoli. 

An Obama administra¬ 
tion official said the U.S. 
had no indication that 
Gadhafi had left Libya.

Picking up 

O Canada’s ‘prettiest’ small town 
left in shambles O Locals given 
12-minute warning before storm hit 


Residents of a town 
dubbed the prettiest in 
Canada returned yester¬ 
day morning to homes de¬ 
stroyed by the most 
powerful tornado to hit 
Ontario in years, dissolv¬ 
ing into tears as the depth 
of the devastation sank in. 

One woman said resi¬ 
dents of the picturesque 
Lake Huron community of 
Goderich were in obvious 
shock and seemed para¬ 
lyzed as to what to do 
next. 

“This is the worst dam¬ 
age I’ve ever seen,” said 
Environment Canada’s 
Randy Mawson, who has 
been investigating storms 
for 36 years. 

As the day went on, res¬ 
idents busied themselves 
clearing debris from their 
homes, hauling splintered 
furniture to the curb. 
Chainsaws buzzed as 
some residents sliced off 
dangling tree limbs, while 
others nailed shingles to 
patchy rooftops. 


Storm details

► Winds of roughly 280 km/h 
carved a path about 500 
metres wide in town.

Hunger, death still a reality in South Sudan 


Two months after cattle 
raiders stole his entire 
herd, Nyati Kelabo stalks 
around this desolate river 
town, sleeping under a tree, 
begging for food and worry¬ 
ing constantly about how 
he will feed his five chil¬ 
dren and two wives. 

South Sudan became the 
world’s newest country in 
July, amid high hopes that 
it would leave its violent 


past behind. A 2005 peace 
deal with the north ended a 
civil war and paved the way 
for January’s independence 
referendum. 

But the new country is 
already reeling from inter¬ 
nal violence — often in the 
form of massive cattle raids 
— that is hurting commu¬ 
nities. 

The UN said yesterday 
that new clashes last week 


have killed as many as 600 
people, and that reports 
suggest that between 
26,000 and 30,000 cattle 
have been stolen. 

Jonglei state Gov. Kuol 
Manyang Juulc said eight 
villages were destroyed 
when warriors from the 
Murle tribe in Pibor county 
attacked the Lou Nuer tribe 
of Uror county on Thursday. 
Juulc estimated the death 


toll at 125. 

South Sudan’s poorly dis¬ 
ciplined security forces 
now face the challenge of 
containing insecurity not 
only along the contested 
border with North Sudan, 
but also among South Su¬ 
dan’s tribes, who have not 
yet been made to feel that 
they are equal and valued 
citizens.

I always hated runners. As

Strangely, the more they annoyed me 
the more I wanted to be a part it and so, 
at the beginning of the summer, I decid- 
, ed that maybe I should try. Of course, I 
I couldn’t muster up the motivation to 
get out there by myself. 

I decided that if I was going to do this, a Learn to 
Run training clinic was probably the best place to 
start. 

On the first day the instructor shared the secret to 
running: You only ever have to run for 10 minutes, 
and then you walk for one minute. 

By maintaining a manageable 10-and-one pace, you 
allow your body to

recuperate and are able to 
control that little voice in¬ 
side your head telling you 
“This is too hard.” I discov¬ 
ered that I could run forev¬ 
er if I only have to think 
about running another 60 
seconds. 

The first few weeks 
were torturous. My calves, 
shins, quads and other 
muscles that had been 
dormant for years were 
awoken in an excruciating 
manner. 

Not only was I in 
constant physical pain, 
but I also felt self- 

conscious knowing that I didn’t have any of the gear 
or gadgets to fit in with my new running club. Did I re¬ 
ally need a GPS-enabled watch to calculate calorie ex¬ 
penditure and a four-bottle rehydrating fuel belt 
clipped around my waist? 

But as the weeks progressed something unexpected 
happened — I started to enjoy myself. I felt better, ran 
faster and for longer, and I realized that if I stretched 
enough afterwards I could save my muscles from some 
of the burning pain I was inflicting upon them. 

As I ran farther I started exploring new parts of the 
city. I came across hidden trails and waterfront paths 
populated with like-minded individuals, a dry-fit army 
bounding along with matching earbuds. 

Sometimes, when I’m not too exhausted to use my 
facial muscles. I’ll give these fellow pavement 
pounders a smile of recognition. I don’t need to hate 
them any more; I’m one of them now — minus the 
$300 shoes and pace-monitoring shoelace clip with 
iPod synchronization. 

Becoming a runner has made me smug — not 
because I think that I am better than anyone else, but 
because I am becoming an improved version of myself. 
I’ve been reborn to run.

Home ownership in Cana¬ 
da became more expensive 
for the second straight 
quarter, but recent global 
market and economic tur¬ 
moil could actually help 
keep a lid on expenses by 
keeping interest rates low, 
RBC Economics reported 
yesterday. 

During the second quar¬ 
ter of 2011, the proportion 
of pre-tax income required 
to service the costs of own¬ 
ing a home increased for 
all types of houses meas¬ 
ured in RBC’s housing af¬ 
fordability index. But that 
trend may turn around 


going forward, said Craig 
Wright, RBC’s senior vice- 
president and chief econo¬ 
mist. 

“Renewed turmoil in 
global financial markets 
has caused heightened un¬ 
certainty with respect to 
the pace of global growth 
and we need to factor this 
into our outlook for the 
Canadian housing mar¬ 
ket,” he said. “However, 
this volatility might have a 
silver lining; housing af¬ 
fordability in Canada may 
not deteriorate as quickly 
or by as much as we 
previously expected.” 


The Bank of Canada will 
be in no hurry to raise 
interest rates in Canada, 
which helps keep variable 
rate mortgage costs down. 

RBC expects that the 


central bank will now 
keep interest rates at the 
current low one per cent 
until the middle of 
next year.

Pretty much no one 
should go near Alfred 
Hitchcock, ever. But if 
you’re daring enough to 
try, you should avoid do¬ 
ing a shot-by-shot 
remake of what is proba¬ 
bly the master’s best- 
known film. Still, you’ve 
got to admire Gus Van 
Sant’s chutzpah. He shot 
it in colour — that’s dif¬ 
ferent — and added a few 
slight tweaks. Vince 
Vaughn plays the iconic 
Anthony Perkins role of 
Norman Bates and Anne 
Heche fills in for Janet 
Leigh as Marion Crane. 
But other than that, it’s 
the same characters, 
same dialogue, same 
camera angles, even the 
same Bernard Hermann 
score from 1960. It’s an 
intriguing exercise but, 
ultimately, a noble 
failure. 


Wim Wenders’ Wings of 
Desire (1987) is a modern 
classic, and it featured one 
of the greatest 
performances by the late 
Peter Falk. Melancholy, 
thoughtful and visually ar¬ 
resting, it followed unseen 
angels who watched over 
Berlin, observing people’s 
actions, listening to their 
thoughts, quietly shaping 
their lives. City of Angels, 
by comparison, was too 
obvious — it spelled eveiy- 
thing out and its emotions 
were too tidy. Brad Silber- 
ling turned this subtle sto¬ 
ry into a simple romantic 
comedy starring Nicolas 
Cage (as an angel) and Meg 
Ryan (as a heart surgeon), 
two actors who make ab¬ 
solutely no sense together. 


George Cukor’s 1939 cat 
fight, based on the play 
by Clare Boothe Luce, 
was intended as a satire 
of society mavens and 
their frivolous lives. In 
directing for the first 
time and writing the 
script, Murphy Brown 
creator Diane English 
made it a celebration. 
Sure, it had an all-female 
cast of solid actresses 
(Meg Ryan, Annette Ben- 
ing, Cloris Leachman), as 
did the original, though 
perhaps not quite the 
stellar collection that in¬ 
cluded Norma Shearer, 
Joan Crawford and 
Rosalind Russell. Cukor’s 
tone and timing were 
missing; English applied 
all the lighthearted 
instincts of her sitcom 
background and 
seemingly none of the in¬ 
sights of the source 
material. 


There’ve been many 
versions of the sci-fi classic 
Invasion of the Body 
Snatchers, but this one 
had the least bite. Nicole 
Kidman, Daniel Craig and 
Jeffrey Wright went to 
waste as a few of the last 
citizens who managed to 
remain uninfected when a 
gloopy substance from 
outer space took over the 
population, turning 
people into emotionless 
drones. The whole point of 
this story has always been 
to serve as a reflection of 
its times, This time, there 
were passing TV news ref¬ 
erences to the war in Iraq 
and North Korean leader 
Kim Jong II, but the film’s 
political ideology felt 
tossed-in and half-baked. 
Worst of all, it wasn’t the 
slightest bit scaiy or 
suspenseful.

This is admittedly a 
personal, nostalgic 
choice. But for anyone 
who grew up in the ‘80s, 
The Karate Kid inspires a 
deep fondness. Harold 
Zwart’s version 
maintained the basic 
structure and even some 
key details, like the 
sweep-the-leg moment in 
the finale. It moved the 
setting from Los Angeles 
to Beijing, that’s no big 
deal. The main problem 
was the casting of Jaden 
Smith, who was several 
years younger than Ralph 
Macchio was and looks 
even younger.

You need solitude to 
rest, reflect, plan, dream, 
and breathe, explains 
Biali.

O Even 15 minutes of exercise a day can add years to life, study finds O Don’t use it to slack 


Don’t despair if you can’t 
fit in the recommended 30 
minutes of daily exercise. 
Growing evidence suggests 
that even half that much 
can help. 

It’s still no excuse to 
slack off. Regular exercise 
strengthens muscles, re¬ 
duces the risk of some dis¬ 
eases and promotes 
mental well-being. The 
more exercise, the better. 


But not everyone has 
the time or willpower. So 
researchers set out to find 
the minimum amount of 
physical activity needed to 
reap health benefits. The 
findings by a study in Tai¬ 
wan suggest just 15 min¬ 
utes of moderate exercise 
a day can lead to a longer 
life. This “may convince

The reason is that during 
market meltdowns bad in¬ 
vestments are hauled down 
further than good ones. 
They also take longer to re¬ 
cover and some never do. 

How do you know you’ve 
got a stinker of a fund? 
Easy. Look it up. One of the 
best sites is momingstar.ca. 
Type in the name of your 
fund then click View Quick- 
take Reports. 

Look down the quote 
page to the performance 
chart to see how well the 
fund has done over time 
compared to its category. 

The chart will show a 
graph with three lines indi¬ 
cating how your fund fares 
relative to its category and 
also relative to the broader 
market. 

For example, a broad- 
based Canadian equity fund 
would be compared against 
its category and also against 
the S&P/TSX Composite In¬ 
dex. 


You can also ask your ad¬ 
visor to pull up the same in¬ 
formation for you on each 
of the funds you hold. 

Note that most mutual 
funds will not perform as 
well as the index. Your goal 
is to have funds that out¬ 
perform their category. 

If any of your funds are 
sub-par you may want to 
sell and buy better ones in 


the same category (check 
into deferred sales charges 
first). 

You will likely still get 
sucked down by stock mar¬ 
ket meltdowns when they 
happen but a good fund 
will ride it out much better 
than its lower quality

‘Sidney hasn’t been 
shut down by anyone’ 

O Crosby’s agent responds to CTV reports that said Crosby suffered setbacks 


With a little over three 
weeks to go before the 
Pittsburgh Penguins are 
scheduled to open training 
camp, Sidney Crosby’s sta¬ 
tus remains as uncertain 
as ever. 

Amid speculation the 
Penguins captain has suf¬ 
fered a setback in his re¬ 
covery from 

post-concussion syn¬ 
drome, Crosby’s agent re¬ 
leased a statement 
yesterday to pour cold wa¬ 
ter on media reports. 

“Sidney hasn’t been 
shut down by anyone,” 
said agent Pat Brisson of 
CAA Sports. “He has sim¬ 


ply adjusted his summer 
program accordingly to 
the different needs (re¬ 
quired) for appropriate re¬ 
covery.” 

Brisson indicated that 
Crosby will address the 
media at an “appropriate 
time” to provide an update 
on his condition. 

The 24-year-old hasn’t 
spoken to reporters since 
two days after the Pen¬ 
guins season ended in 
April. He last appeared in a 
game on Jan. 5, when he 
took a blow to the head for 
a second straight game 
and was diagnosed with a 
concussion. 


Last week, Penguins 
general manager Ray 
Shero told reporters Cros¬ 
by “has progressed really 
well this summer” and in¬ 
dicated the star centre was 
due to return to Pittsburgh 
for evaluation before the 
team opens training camp 
on Sept. 17. 

However, Shero stopped 
short of predicting 
whether Crosby would be 
in the lineup when the 
Penguins open the regular 
season on Oct. 6. 

“There is no expecta¬ 
tion from me that he 
won’t be ready or he will 
be ready,” Shero said. 


Last night, CTV News re¬ 
ported Crosby had suf¬ 
fered a setback that forced 
him to cancel all of his 
scheduled on-ice workouts 
in a Halifax rink. 

Citing several unnamed 
sources, the network also 
said it appears unlikely 
that Crosby will attend the 
start of training camp — a 
claim Brisson took issue 
with. 

“Training camp is in 
three weeks from now,” he 
said. “It is too premature 
to speculate all kinds of de¬ 
liberate information at 
this point.

O Back problems have kept Graham DeLaet from 
following up on his strong PGA debut in 2010 


This was supposed to be 
Graham DeLaet’s time to 
shine. 

With an impressive 
rookie season on the PGA 
Tour under his belt and a 
wide open landscape in 
Canadian golf, the 29-year- 
old from Weyburn, Sasic., 
seemed poised to step to 
the forefront of the sport 
in this country. 

Instead, his 2011 season 
never even got off the 
ground. DeLaet had back 
surgery the first week of 
January and appears likely 
to finish the year having 
only played a handful of 
tournaments. 

“When I’m feeling 100 
per cent, I’m going to (re¬ 
turn),” DeLaet said yester¬ 
day in an interview. “I’m 
not going to do it any soon¬ 
er than that.”

That was the best 
stretch of events DeLaet 
played as a rookie last sea¬ 
son and allowed him to 
keep his fully exempt sta¬ 
tus.

The 
pain became unbearable 
towards the end of last 
year, forcing him to have 
surgery to remove a por¬ 
tion of a herniated disc.
